ev idence that organization is reach­ 
ing the people. 
He 
declared

zation isnT ev ery thing, the Rev . Air. 
Farmer said, bu t it is v ery mu ch. 
He cited fou r

cau se of Christianity * social serv ice, 
ev angelizing the commu nity and that 
the chu rch may be a working u nit. 
Ile said that any pastor can be an 
ev angelist. Air. Fanner declared or­ 
ganization makes men feel they !are 
a wheel in the machinery of the 
chu rch. 
The Rev . Mr, Farmer made a nu m­ 
ber of su ggestions for chu rch organi­ 
zation. 
He asserted that the minis­ 
ter mu st be familiar with his 
field 
and 
display ed

a 
circu it 
preacher had made so as to keep in 
tou ch with the condition. 
AA’e can 
wear 
hand-nv e-down clothes, Mr. 
Farmer asserted, bu t we can’t u st* 
hartH-me-down ideau on folks. 
The minister ex horted the members 
of the Indiana conference to train 
the children and the y ou ng 
people 
that they may grow into the work of 
the chu rch. He u rged the preachers 
to stir u p their membership to pre­ 
v ent chu rch su icide. He pointed ou t 
that the ministers shou ld pay strict 
attention to the tender ministries of 
the work. 
Ile said, of cou rse, there 
shou ld be the committee on finance 
and added that the committee on so­ 
cial and spiritu al work 
shou ld 
be 
one. He said y ou ng people shou ld be 
tau ght to know that the two go hand 
in hand.

“If chau tau qu a are good things,” 
he continu ed, “why not bring some of 
those things into the chu rch instead 
of lambasting the y ou ng people for 
going to mov ing pictu re shows? 
The 
shame of Methodism today is that 
with all the ev angelization 
of

past, we are left withou t a plan for 
ev angelizing ou r own congregations.” 
He admonished the ministers 
to 
tlu nk of their su ccessors and not 
their predecessors. 
He 
said j the 
charge shou ld not be v iewed a,s in 
the condition in which it wa^gi^eh, 
bu t shou ld be thou ght of as in the 
way it W'ou ld be passed On to 
the 
nex t. 
The Rev . Joshu a Stansfield of the 
Meridian Street chu rch, Indianapolis, 
who spoke on “The Chu rch and So­ 
cial Serv ice,” created a profou nd 
stir among the ministers 
when 
he 
sou nded a note of warning con^hi 
ing the trend toward social 
serv ice. 
He declared this was not Christian­ 
ity . 
The address was the 
one the 
Rev . Mr. Stansfield was 
to 
hav e 
giv en Thu rsday . 
( hristianjty is the ex periencing 
of God in hu man life,” he declared. 
“Christ is the hu manest bitof hu man­ 
ity the world ev er knew' and Chris­ 
tianity is the continu ation of Christ- 
on earth. 
The chu rch is the 
body 
throu gh which Christ does things. 
This ex periencing 
of 
Christ, 
which is Christianity , has shown it­ 
self in different way s in 
su ccessiv e 
ages. It is the same today as it ev er 
was, only there is more of it. In this 
age, which is said to he so Godless, 
we hav e the 
best 
Christianity the 
world has ev er known, 
and it will 
get better becau se 
the 
world 
has 
ev er known. 
And it will get better 
becau se the w orld has been redeemed. 
The Gospel is not waning; Christian­ 
ity is not weakening; the div ine ex - 
>erience in life is not growing less. 
AATiat characterizes the 
age? 
The 
spirit of Christ. It has shown itself 
throu gh its body , the chu rch.. 
“For the last 25 or 30 y ears the 
chu rch has been the most hu man 
that it has ev er been. 
The brainiest i 
men in Christianity 
hav e 
dev oted 
themselv es to conserv ation, not of 
natu ral resou rces, not to whether we 
shall bu ild one or two battle ships, 
ju t to the conserv ation of the people. 
Afore civ ic and reform organizations 
hav e been formed in the last 25 y ears 
than in the 20 centu ries preceding. 
“All featu res of social serv ice are 
not 
Christianity . 
They 
are 
the 
fru its of it. I warn the Methodists 
ministers of Indiana and of the Unl­ 
ed States that they shou ld beware 
of and remember this. 
I challenge 
any man to show me in the New Tes­ 
tament where the hu mane principles 
are magnified. The miracles of Jesu s 
were incidental. 
The danger of the 


modem chu rch today is in emphasis­ 
ing too mu ch the fru its of Christian­ 
ity and failing to preach the Scrip­ 
tu re. 
We are lost in the modern 
chu rch in making both ends meet. 
“There will be no more social ser­ 
v ice if we do not preach Christ and 
the Resu rrection for the fru it 
will 
disappear with the fou ndation of it. 
It is not how mu ch we shall raise for 
benev olences, not how- mu ch for this 
eleemosy nary institu tion, not how 
mu ch this or that man will giv e, bu t 
the su preme need of Methodism in 
Indiana and elsewhere is the ret u rb 
to the preaching of Christianity . Ail 
of these fru its are all right, bu t the 
parent mu st not be lost sight of.

“I was astonished w'hen I heatq 
that ov er $19 ,000 had been raised for 
benev olences, y et the nu mber of con­ 
v ersions was not giv en. 
You 
can 
find men who think in millions and 
will giv e y ou a thou sand dollars, men 
of the professions who will giv e free­ 
ly of their serv ices, bu t will they help 
y ou sav e a sou l?” 
Dr. Perry E. Powell, Su preme Mer­ 
lin, Knights of the Holy Grail, spoke 
on the topic, “The Way to a Boy ’s 
Heart.” 
lie declared that there are 
six sides to a boy s natu re: 
he is 
solitary , social, heroic, 
chiv alrou s, 
my stic and religiou s. 
He said there 
were women’s aid societies and hotfie 
and foreign missionary socities, bu lb 
there were not organizations to take* 
the men, especially the y ou ng men. 
He declared the chu rch had neglect­ 
ed them, bu t that they were beginning 
to hav e their inning. 
Dr. Powell said there were the pre­ 
adolescent, early adolescent and la­ 
ter adolescent period in a boy ’s life, 
and that the mistake of many orga­ 
nizations was that 
they 
were 
all 
jammed together. 
He 
pointed ou t 
that the Knights of the Holy Grail 
prov ided for the three ages of 
the 
y ou ng with the ranks of Pages, Es­ 
qu ires and Knights. Dr. Pow-ell said 
the Knights of the Holy Grail had 
ex isted in some form or other since 
Christ came. He said this organiza­ 
tion wou ld solv e the qu estion of how* 
to keep boy s 15 and lfi y ears off age 
in the chu rch and Su nday school. He 
ex plained the workings of the orga­ 
nization and told of the su ccess, he 
had had in working with boy s in In­ 
diana. 
Dr. S. IL Kirkbride, secretary of 
the Chicago agency of the American 
Bible Society , said the society was 
organized in 18 16 to do the w’ork of 
all Christian chu rches. He said ov er 
400,000,000 Bibles in 
HO different 
langu ages had been circu lated by the 
society last y ear. Dr. Kirkbride de­ 
clared the Bible to he 
the greatest 
force in Christianity and 
(-an Bible Society to be the greatest 
missionary agency in the world. The 
v alu e of the society to missionaries, 
he declared, lies in the fact that the 
society has fu rnished the Bible in all 
tongu es for their u se. 
“Do 
y ou 
appreciate what it 
means,” he 
asked, “to 
giv e 
these 
heathen people the word of God? The 
sou ls of many nations hav e been w'on 
by Jesu s Christ becau se the pioneers 
of each gav e their nation the word 
of God in their nativ e tongu e. 
Not 
enou gh missionaries can he fou nd to 
go to China and we are sowing it w ith 
Bibles. 
AYe pu t a million there the 
first six months of this y ear.” 
Dr. Kirkbride said 536 peoples had 
Wen giv en the Bible in their nativ e 
tongu e by the society and there are 


still 400 more people who hav e not 
the Bible in their langu age and know 
not what it is. 
He said the society 
was fu rnishing the Bible free to 130 
institu tions and that 8 5,000 had been 
sent ou t from the Chicago office last 
y ear.
